Fire in a Paint Factory. 

• Chicago.—Eire, fht result of light¬ 
ning, caused a loss of Si.j,000 to the 
plant of the Nubian Paint aud Var¬ 
nish Company, Fifty-first aveuue and 
Moffat street. Explosions of tanks of 
oil and varnish endangered the lives 
of Bremen, five of them and a volun¬ 
teer being overcome by the gas and 
smoke. None of them will die, but 
one is in a critical condition. 

Ends His Life With Poison. 

Santa Cruz.—Antone B. Mitchell 
Monday morning swallowed a spoon¬ 
ful of strychnine at his home here, 
which resulted in his death. 


A rural telephone line has just, been 
completed at Healdsburg connecting 
ail the ranchers nine miles north of 
that city and residents of Dry Creek 
valley with the Healdsburg office. 

Forest fires in the Cascade mouu- : 
tains east of Lebanon, Or., are raging 1 
uncontrolled over a large section of ! 
the country and have already devas¬ 
tated over thirty square miles of for¬ 
est, and the tires are stilt spreading. 

Contrary to general expectation, 
the lumber shipments from Washing¬ 
ton during the first six months of this 
year showed an increase of 88,000,000 
feet, or over 10 per cent over the same 
period last year. From January until 
July of this year the mills shipped 
801,000,000 feet. 

The property left by aged Elizabeth 
Leroy, the old colored woman who 
was murdered in her home at Oakland j 
by Victor Walkirea Hiid .\nnie Ross, 
both of whom are now serving life 
sentences at San Quentin, has been 
sold by the Public Administrator for 
8400. The crime was committed to se¬ 
cure the old woman’s money. 

The lifeless body of Dominico Her 
mil of Hall’s valley was found last 
week in a ravine below Mt. Hamilton 
grade, between San Jose aud Grand 
View, lying under one of his horses, 
lie left San Jose after dark for home, 
and a few miles out his team went 
over the grade, one ,of the horses 
crushing him in the fall, lie was a 
widower and leaves two children. 

William Woudseu, a rancher of 
Bloomfield, died suddenly at that 
place last week of heart failure. 
Woodsen was hitching up a team of 
horses when he suddenly turned 
around and started for the house. 
After going several yards he fell to 
the ground. Physicians were sum¬ 
moned, but life was extinct when they 
arrived. Woodsen was a native of 
Bloomfield, aged 15 years. 

At VVinlock, Wash., a 12-year-old 
boy named George Becker, who was 
s'vimming in Olequa creek, got be- 
. yond his depth and began to drown. 
His cries for help brought his sister 
Mary, a girl of 15, who undertook to 
rescue him, but both were drowned. 

: The mother of the children also got, 
into the creek and came near losing 
her life in the frantic endeavor to 
! save them. She was pulled out by 
some men. 

The hop crop of Sonoma county this 
season will be the largest of recent 
years. Preparations are now being 
made for the harvest. Picking will 
begin in the vicinity of Santa Kosa 
; between September 1st and 10th. The 
crop is later this season than has ever 
Been known here, the excessive rains 
of the past winter making it impossi¬ 
ble to work the ground early. Then 
the summer has been backward, aud 
little or no hot weather has been ex- 
perieneed in Sonoma county this 
year. 

The salmon pack on the Fraser riv¬ 
er, British Columbia, is practically a 
failure this year. The total pack this 
season to date is (18.804 cases, less 
than half the pack for the same peri¬ 
od last year, which was by no means 
! a good one. The salmon run is be¬ 
lieved to be almost over for this sea 
i son. The total pack on the Fraser 
river last year was 287,12;> cases, as 
against 827,09;> cases in 1!H)2, and 990,- 
1252 cases in 1901. This year Fraser 
river canners list the pack on that 
river as practically a total failure. 

Fire in the retail district of Spo¬ 
kane, Wash., caused losses amounting 
to $180,000. The Hre started in the 
i smoke house of the Stanton Cold Sto- 
1 rage Company, and before it was 
j placed under control had destroyer!

St. Petersburg.—Emperor Nicholas’ 
manifesto on the birth of an heir to 
the throne, the text of which was pub¬ 
lished Wednesday, embraces the fol¬ 
lowing authorizations: 

It abolishes corporal punishment 
among the rural classes ami for first 
offense among the sea and laud forces. 

It remits arrears owing to the state 
for purchases of laud and other direct 
imposts. 

it sets apart. $1,500,000 from the 
state funds for the purpose of form¬ 
ing an inalienable fund for the bene¬ 
fit of landless people of Finland. 

It grants amnesty to those Finland¬ 
ers who have emigrated without au¬ 
thorization. 

It remits the flues imposed upon 
the rural and urban communes of Fin¬ 
land which refused to submit to mili¬ 
tary conscription in 1902 and 1908. 

It remits the flues imposed upon 
the Jewish communes in cases of Jews 
avoiding military service. 

The manifesto provides for a gen¬ 
eral reduction in sentences for com¬ 
mon law offenses, while a general am¬ 
nesty is accorded in t he case of polit¬ 
ical offenses, with the exception of 
those in which murder lias been done. 

The manifesto is introduced in the 
following message to the profile: 

“By the will of God, we, the Czar 
and autocrat of all the Russias. Czar 
of Poland, Grand Duke of Finland, 
etc., announce to our faithful sub 
jects that on this, the christening day 
of our son and heir, file Grand Duke 
Alexis Nicholievitch, following the 
promptings of our heart, turn to our 
great family of the empire and, with 
the deepest and most heartfelt pleas¬ 
ure, even amidst these times of na¬ 
tional struggle and difficulty, bestow 
upon them some gifts of our royal fa¬ 
vor for their greater enjoyment in 
their daily lives. ” 

The baptism of the heir to the 
throne took place in the palace church 
at Peterhof in the presence of a bril 
limit assemblage of d.plomats, cour¬ 
tiers, statesmen, generals and ad¬ 
mirals. 

Stanton, stock and building, 820,(XXI. 
All the losses are well insured. 

At Fresno last week, William Rob¬ 
inson stole two silk dresses from his 
sister, Mrs. William Rowe, and made 
a present of them to his sweetheart, a 
pretty seventeen-year-old girl named 
Hester Williams. The next morning, 
as Mrs. Rowe was walking down the 
street, she recognized one of the 
dresses upon Miss Williams. She 
went home and found two dresses 
missing. Then she sued out a war¬ 
rant, and Miss Williams was taken to 
police headquarters. Tnere it devel¬ 
oped that both dresses lmd been given 
to Miss Williams by Robinson. Rob¬ 
inson declared that he had loaned 
them for a few days only. Mrs. Rowe 
refuses to prosecute her brother for 
the theft. 

The long thirty-eight-day trip of 
the bark Mohican from Honolulu to 
San Francisco caused a tobacco fam¬ 
ine among members of the crew. 
Captain Kelly is authority for (he 
statement that some of the men were 
reduced to the extremity of smoking 
| sawdust before the good ship hove 
I within sight of the Golden Gate, 
while others resorted to tea and coffee 
as a narcotic in the bowls of their 
pipes. The man smoking sawdust, 
however, was most objectionable, 
and had to tie kept on the leeward 
side of the bark whenever he was in 
his pipes. In Captain Kelly’s room, 
a relic of last Christmas, hung a gi 
gantic cigar, and when some of the 
crew learned of its existence the skip¬ 
per was approached in an humble 
manner and begged to name a price 
for it. He gladly turned it over to 
the men, who cut it up and lookoil 
forward with glee to a pleasurable 
smoke. But the stock was bad. They 
all returned to coffee, tea and saw¬ 
dust. 


Chicago. — In Chicago there are 82,- 
180 persons oil strike, and the amount 
; of money they are losing in wages ap¬ 
proximates $1(X',500 for every week 
they remain out. The workers, how- 
i ever, are not the only sufferers, for 
Idle burden falls equally upon their 
1 families— llie mothers and children 
who are dependent upon the wage 
| earners for their sustenance and who 
number 112,500 souls. 

Aecoiding to the latest police re¬ 
ports. there are at present, ninety 
! places against which strikes have been 
declared and which are receiving po¬ 
lity protection. It takes one fourth 
of the force to provide this protec¬ 
tion. The withdrawal of such a large 
number of policemen from their 
1 befcts, coupled with the presence of a 
vast army of idle men, has greatly in 
! crqased the number of crimes com¬ 
mitter) dally within the city limits. 

Some of the strikes have been in 
progress since the first of the year, 
and some have had a duration of 
twelve to twenty weeks. The total 
loss to strikers in the strikes which 
are now in force, figuring from the 
|time that they started, aggregates the 
enormous sum of 82,(102,(XX). The loss 
to the various industries affected can 
only he estimated. It cannot be less 
D an tire times the loss to the strikers. 

That there are thousands of moil 
1 walking the streets in idleness is 
clearly proved by the registrations at 
! the various employment bureaus. The 
registiation office of the Employers’ 
Association of Chicago has been open 
a little more than a month, yet in 
that time nearly 2000 men have regis¬ 
tered aud applied for positions, and 
I applications are coming in at the rate 
lot fifty a day. Of those applicants II 
per cent are union men and 89 per 
cent are non-union men. 

Chicago.—At the regular meeting of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor it. 
was decided to ask the general public 
for aid for the men on strike in the 
stockyards. The secretary of the fed 
oration was also instructed to request 
President. Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor to call for a spe¬ 
cial meeting of the executive council 
of that body for the purpose of devis¬ 
ing ways and means of sustaining the 
strikers. 

The resolution passed commenced 
by a narration of tiio conditions at 
the yards. It asserts that the wages 
of the laborers in the packing houses 
were eighteen cents an hour, but the 
employment was so irregular that 
their total weekly earnings did not 
amount to more than 87. It. is then 
declared that the packers attempted 
to lower the wages of the laborers, 
and tho skilled workmen, believing 
that this would be followed by a re¬ 
duction in their own scale of pay, de¬ 
cided to go out on strike m support 
of the unskilled men. 

Banker Held For Ransom in Mexico. 

Roswell, N. M.—John Eiland, vice- 
president of the Bank of Portales, N'. 
M., and a wealthy sheepman, has 
fallen into the hands of brigands in 
1 Old Mexico, where he went on busi¬ 
ness. Mrs. Eiland has received a let¬ 
ter from him postmarked Oputo, State 
of Sonora, Mexico, saying that he has 
been captured by brigands, who de¬ 
mand a heavy ransom, and that un¬ 
less arrangements are made to pay 
the ransom ho will bo tortured and 
killed. She immediately wired to the 
United States Consul at the City of 
Mexico to use his efforts to secure 
i the release of her husband. 

Ground to Death By a Train. 

Reno, Nev.—Mrs. Mary Carroll, 
aged 75 years, an old and respected 
resident of Reno, was ground to death 
on the tracks of the Virginia and 
; Truckee Railroad here Monday. 
While Mrs. Carroll was crossing the 
] tracks she was struck by the train. 

I Her right thigh was fearfully crushed

In Philadelphia 
recently a motor c.vclcr ran down a pe¬ 
destrian. injuring him so that he was 
confined twenty-one days in a hospital. 
The Philadelphia court sentenced the 
jitter to the same number of days in 
jail. The rider indignantly contended 
tlui: the punishment was excessive. 
The ourt sternly denied his applica¬ 
tion for a reduction, declaring that 
“the pedestrian is still entitled to free¬ 
dom of the streets and highways with 
reasonable assurance of safety, despite 
lit** advent of the motor vehicle, and 
that right must be respected." No 
itouM this states a plain and binding 


legal principle. The ptdestrian has a 
i right in any part of the street or high- 
j way. conditioned only upon reasonable 
! carefulness in the exercise of his right, 
i The driver or rider of any horse-drawn 
i or otherwise propelled vehicle has 
right only in that part of the street 
provided specially for common use. He 
has no right on the footways or side¬ 
walks. which arc provided for the ex¬ 
clusive use of pedestrians. In the use 
of those parts of the street where all 
; have rights, the roadways and street 
1 crossings, all alike are held to the ox- 
, ercise of reasonable care. No driver 
| of a horse or motor vehicle in a street 
| lias a right to press the vehicle 'o 
j greater speed than Is consistent with 
; the safety of pedestrians, whose rights 
j are at least equal. If horse or motor 
! drivers wish to "speed" those vehicles 
they should he compelled to provide 
ways specially for that purpose, where 
pedestrians would not be endangered. 

In his address to the 5-7 graduates 
of Cornell University President Schtir- 
maii departed from the beaten track of 
commencement day advice long enough 
to register an earnest protest against 
bachelorhood. "He who deliberately 
leads a single life, whose social circle 
is the club, and whose religion is a 
refined and fastidious epicureanism, is 
not a man,” declared Dr. Schurman. 
In elaborating his idea as to the du¬ 
ties anil obligations of manhood Presi¬ 
dent Schurman explained that while it 
was the primary duty of every young 1 
mail to earn a living tills could not j 
fulfill the world’s reasonable ex pec ta-1 
tion of him. lie has a higher duty to j 
humanity and the State, which re-! 
quires that lie found a home and pro- i 
vide for a wife and family. Ir I)r. j 
Schurman had pronounced a sweeping j 
and unqualified condemnation of bach¬ 
elorhood he doubtless would have laid 
himself open to much criticism. But i 
it is to bo noted that his protest was; 
aimed at the college graduate who "de-1 
liberately elects bachelorhood." His 
purpose manifestly was to rebuke the ; 
young man who carefully and design¬ 
edly avoids the responsibilities of our j 
civilization, chief among which is the: 
founding of a home and the rearing of j 
a family. In these times of rapidly | 
changing industrial and social condi¬ 
tions, when so many thousands of I 
young women are rushing into all lines I 
of wage-earning employments and 
making themselves independent of the | 
young man who lias a matrimonial I 
proposition to present, it would he a 
venturesome man indeed who would 
utter a sweeping and unqualified con¬ 
demnation of bachelorhood. Investi¬ 
gation beneath the surface would re¬ 
veal the fact that it is a condition that j 
confronts the bachelor, not a theory.

IS LONOON8 CAB DOOMED? 


REMARKABLE CAREER OF PAUL KRUGER. 



PAUL KllTTOSKR. 

Ktephanus Johannes Paulas Kruger, win* died recently, was tl\e central 
figure in the late Boer war and in many respects one of the most remarkable 
men of his time. He was born in Cape Colony in 1828, and joined his family 
in the "great trek” of 1834-(i, when more than G.OtK) Boers left British terri¬ 
tory and trekked northward into the wild and mountainous country where 
the Transvaal republic was afterward founded. The pilgrims were forced to 
move on account of the threatening attitude of the natives and the persecu¬ 
tions of the British. 

Kruger was horn with a love for adventure and while yet too young to 
handle a gun became expert with the bow and arrow. While still a mere 
boy he was famous for his courage and skill with the ride. He was barely 
in his teens when he took part in the great battles which drove Moselikotse. 
the father of l.obengula. and his warriors north of the Limpopo River. He 
had received little education, his only book in his boyhood being the Dutch 
family Bible, lie read with delight the stories of the Israelites in their es¬ 
cape from bondage and their early wars, and finding a counterpart in his 
own experiences increased his ambition for military glory. He believed 
that to spoil the enemy was a cardinal duty. He so distinguished himself 
in the early wars of the Boers that at the ago of 20 he was a district com¬ 
mandant. He rapidly rose through all grades of the service until lie was 
not only commander-in-chief but president of the republic. 

For ten years previous to the war of 1881 Kruger was a member of the 
Executive Council of the Transvaal. He planned the uprising which in that 
year with ihc battle of V.ujuba Hill ended in the practical independence of 
the Boer republic. Front that time until the occupation of Pretoria by (Jon- 
oral Roberts and his Might before the British Dora Paul remained the presi¬ 
dent and dictator of the Transvaal republic. 

it lias been said that bad .loubort been president and some other man 
than Chamberlain British secretary of Hie colonies the bloody Boer war 
miglt! have been averted. Kruger was implacable In his hatred of England 
and in Chnmiteriuin he mot a man as bullheaded as himself. His famous 
ultimatum lo Croat Britain, which was practically a declaration of war. was 
the result. The Bo had for years been preparing for the war. and no 
doubt Kruger thought that b.v the Boers striking a swift blow the British 
could lie defeated. 

The Boer plan of campaign in its earlier stages in 1899 and 1900 aston 
iahed the world. Kruger predicted that if the British should win It would 
he at a cost tit.it would lie appalling. His prophecy was abundantly verified, 
tip lo the relief of Ladysmith the Bririsli were on the defensive. Their 
losses in Hr- lirst twelve months were nearly 50.000 men. With the evacua¬ 
tion of the Tiigela by the Boers and Hie surrender of Cronje to Roberts the 
tide turned and from that time forward the Boer campaign was a forlorn 
hope. 


Its Cheapness and General Uae At nays 
a Winder to Americana. 

Apropos of the cabmen’s strike in 
London the question is being discuss d 
! whether or not the cheap cab of tlie 
! world s metropolis is not doomed. 

I Americans abroad have always won¬ 
dered at the cheapness and very gen¬ 
eral use of ealis. but it now seems that 
this very cheapness may be the cab¬ 
by’s undoing. Taking the subject up 
cditorialf.t, one of the London news¬ 
papers handled *t in this wise: 

"What is it makes London cabmen 
dissatisfied? That, you say, is easily 
answered. The difficulty they have in 
making a living at the price they have 
i to pay at present for ealis. But why 
do they have difficulty in making a liv- 
lug? 

"Are people using cabs less just now 
because times are bad? Or are they 
; gradually taking to other forms of 
conveyance? Tlte Tube must have hit 
: cabmen very hard indeed. If you want 
j to go from the city to tin* Marble Arch 
j you can do it quicker by taking the 
! central London than by taking a cab. 

And this is only the tirst of a series 
! of tubes which are to intersect London 
j in all directions. 

"In New York tlie cab is Hie lux¬ 
ury of Hie rich or the very inexperi¬ 
enced. You cannot go any distance mi 
der four shillings. As soon, there¬ 
fore. as you have got into the ways 
ot the place you content yourself with 
j Hie ’cars.’ Even when you arrive with 
luggage these serve you quite as weil, 
for your bags are delivered by an ex¬ 
press carrier, and give you no trouble 
at all. 

"Perhaps we shall get to this some 
day in England. If we ever do the 
traffic problem will be very nearly 
i solved. Clear off tlie cabs and tlie 
] omnibuses, substitute neat electric 
: tram ears, and congestion would bo a 
tiling of the oast—except when a tram 
ear broke down!

RUS8IAN REFORMS. 

The Present Czar la Doing All in Hie 
Power for His People. 

To unthinking persons the Emperor 
of Russia is the embodiment of ail that 
is oppresisve and unprogressive in the 
seini barbarous government of Rus¬ 
sia. He is supposed to lie a monarch 
whose word is law. As a matter of 
fact, the Czar is comparatively help¬ 
less. At least, lie is hampered in what¬ 
ever he would do by the powerful 
noliles who really constitute the gov¬ 
ernment. Russia is governed actually 
by an oligarchy, though technically by 
an individual with unlimited power. 
Should the Czar undertake to go con¬ 
trary to the wishes of the great nobles 
lie would speedily find himself ill diffi¬ 
culties. There are plots and counter 
plots among the various groups into 
which these noliles are divided, and 
it is hard for the Czar to get at tlie 
truth and harder still for him to insti¬ 
tute reforms. He can only preserve 
his individuality and maintain a sem¬ 
blance of power by playing one clique 
of noliles and courtiers against another

greater than any of these reforms, he 
lias abolished by imperial decree til ■ 
condemning of political prisoners by 
administrative order. No longer may 
the governors and administrators of a 
province or a district send a political 
suspect to Siberia or to prison without 
tlie intervention of tlie courts or Hie 
right to a hearing. Persons accused 
of political crimes (and these are often 
innocent men against whom I he rulers 
have a grudge, or whom they have 
reason to feari must in future lie tried 
in open court, with full rights to do 
fense.

I SWIMMING SCHOOL I OH HORSES f j 
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Horses tire "enlisted" in s British 
cavalry regiments on reaching their 
third year, but it is generally two 
years more before they are taken for 
their tirst swimming lesson. This 
lira lie'll ot their education receives a 
good deal of attention at the Aider- 
shot training camp, writes \Y. (J. Fitz¬ 
gerald in the Royal Magazine. The 
veterinary officer and riding master 
of tlte regiment supervise the work, J 
and only experienced men arc allowed | 
to assist. 

The great tiling is not lo force or j 
alarm the horse during his training, : 
but rather to lead him by easy singes j 
to enter the water quickly, fearlessly { 
a nil as noiselessly as possible, ii lei*- j 
rifled at tlie start, tlie horse would 
he likely to tight shy of deep water 
ever after. So cu the tirst day the 
rnan who lias charge of the horse 
walks his pupil about on tlie edge of 
the water, just permitting him to wet 
bis hoofs and fetlocks. The next day J 
Hie horse is Introduced a little farther 
into the water, perhaps up to his 
body, and allowed to splash round as 
he pleases. In this way the horse is 
gradually taken farther and farther 
in. until at length he loses liis foot¬ 
ing and starts swimming quite natur¬ 
ally. the man in charge swimming by 
hts side to give Him greater confi¬ 
dence. 

Then the horse is taught to swim in 
company with others, beside a boat, 
by way of training him to cross rivers 
witli his regiment en masse. The 
horses are divested of all saddlery 
lint head collars and head ropes. The j 
men of each troop get into a boat, and 
by means of the head ropes bring 
their horses into the water alongside. 
Then tlie boat is hauled across tlie 
river by a rope manned from the op¬ 
posite side, and the horses necessarily 
follow. 

At times the horses are exercised in 
bearing their riders across on their 
hacks. The horse wears only the head 
collar anil bridoon, and the rider strips 
himself, and throws liis legs up along 
the horse’s flanks so as not to impede 
the animal's movements. As tlie horse 
naturally swims very low in the wa¬ 
ter, the rider's weight pushes him 
down until only liis head is above the 
surface. But the animal soon gets 
over the uneasiness this causes him 


at first. Then tlie horse's tuition is 
complete, and lie is classed in his regi 
nicnf as “proficient.” He has. in fact, 
passed his "exam" as much as any ca¬ 
det at Sandhurst. 

BIBLE A LANGUAGE MAKER. 

LiiUKiniKc Often First Reduced to Lit¬ 
em ry- Form to Produce u Bible. 

I’lie Bible societies, however, hy no 
means rest contented with their pres¬ 
ent horizons of conquest. Both Hie 
London and New York societies are 
very much engaged upon translations 
and revisions, and missionaries 
throughout the world are busy with 
similar tasks. In scores of instances 
the Bible is the only literature of a 
language. Often a language is first re¬ 
duced to literary form in order to pro¬ 
duce a Billie. Often, also, the Bible 
actually creates a language. In tlie 
proper sense of tlmt term. Tlie ideas, 
tlie topics of thought, the point of 
view are not in tlie local speech. Take, 
as an example, the translation just 
made for the Sheetswa tribe in East 
Africa. They had no word for Su¬ 
preme Being, or home, fa titer, heaven, 
house and other ideas equally funda¬ 
mental. "Our Father which art in 
heaven” was absolutely unintelligible 
to them. Yet. little hy little, the mis¬ 
sionaries persevered till they have now 
compiled a dictionary of 18 , 00(1 words, 
a grammar and it translation of tlie 
New Testament that can lie used by 
3.000.000 people. 

Other recent translations have been 
into Mare (one of the French Loyalty 
Islands), Uganda, Persian, Labrador- 
Eskimo. Kongo Baldo, .Murray Island 
(Torres Straits*. Wedan (New Guinea), 
Fang. Madarese (South Malaysia). No- 
gogtt (New Hebrides), etc. That much 
work still remains to be done, how¬ 
ever. appears from the statement that 
in tlie borders of tlie Indian Empire 
alone 108 languages, in use by 74.000,- 
OOO souls, have as yet no version of the 
Scriptures. Translations and revisions 
are now going forward in over 100 
languages.—< 'enttiry.

KmpInjrcH of Government Forest Re¬ 
serve in Nebraska Have n System. 

In tile last few weeks since the 
j planting of trees on tlie government 
i forest reserve in the Diamond River 
Valley, in Nebraska, began 300.00(1 
trees have been planted. This number 
j covers an area of 300 acres. Tlie plant- 
i Ing Is being done in the sand hills 
adjoining the nursery grounds and ex 
tending one and a half miles hack from 
tin* river. 

In preparing the ground for planting 
furrows are plowed eight feet apart in 
! the grass sod and the trees are planted 
six feet apart in the furrow. 

The operation of tree planting is 
I simple, hut there are certain steps tlial 
must be carefully observed. When dig¬ 
ging the trees from the seed beds it 
Is necessary to handle them with great 
I care, to prevent Injuring the roots 
more than is necessary. The roots 
must never be allowed to dry. As soon 
as dry the trees are set in a bucket 
| of water and later wrapped in wet 
sacks In bundles of lot). The bundles 
iare then packed twenty in a box con¬ 
taining sufficient wet moss lo keep the 
roots in good condition several days if 
necessary.

| plant the trees in the furrows. The 
j planting is quickly anil easily done. 
The spade is thrust into the sand and 
full length of the blade, a sidewise mo- 
tions opens tin* hole sufficiently to ad 
mit the roots of tHe* tree. After setting 
the tree in place tlie spade is again 
thrust into the sand an ineii or two 
from the original opening and the sand 
I is pressed firmly against the roots. One 
or two strokes with the heel firms tlie 
sand more securely, and the tree is 
planted. Working in this manner, a 
squad of three men plant from 3,000 
to 3.500 trees in a day. 

The trees are one year old Western 
yellow pine seedlings about four inches 
in height.

In 11)03 over 
300,000 carloads of live stock, valued 
in round figures at $300,000,000, were 
slaughtered within the precincts of the 
yards, or approximate to 50 per cent of 
the total receipts at all stock centers 
in the country. Over $40,000,000 was 
distributed in wages to over 50,000 
men employed in various capacities 
about the yards. This vast volume of 
business Is divided among nearly 100 
firms. Many of these, however, are 
comparativelyxunknown to the coun¬ 
try at large and are controlled by the 
Armour company, Swift & Co.. Nelson 
Morris, the Cudahys, and Sebwarz- 
E.MRAxcF, chicaoo stock yards. child & Sulzberger, the firms which 
have made "Packing Town” famous. The combined investment of the 100 
firms within the yard is over $100,000,000. 

Way hack as far as 1848 the Chicago slaughtering industry was given 
an impetus by the establishing of the “Old Hull's Head” stock yards at 
Madison street and Ogden avenue. It was a great institution for the time, 
hut was overshadowed in 1854 by the completion of a new yard at State 
and 22d streets. In 1860 a half dozen stock yards were established in various 
parts of the city and the necessity for a union yard manifested Itself, partic¬ 
ularly to the railroad interests. It was not until 1864, however, that the 
Union Stock Yards and Transit Company was organized with a capital stock 
of $1,000,000. A tenth of this sum was expended for 320 acres of "worthless
